By request of Mrs. Smith, chairman

Section 1. 
The elective franchise 


conferred by article 3 of the consti-

er qualifications of electors. 


Section 2. 
Before this act shall 


become operative it shall be submit- 
ted to a vote of the qualified elect- 
ors of the state, at the next general 
election, for their ratification or re- 
jection, as provided In said article.

THE PRICES ARE STILL GOOD 


Crop Reports All Over the Country 


Show the 1002 Product Was 


of Excellent Quality. 


The January thaw has given 
the 


gorwers a chance to remove the last 
of the bangln gtobacco from the poles 
and clean up the curing sheds. 
To- 
bacco has been coming Into the ware- 
houses In large quantities for several 
weeks past, and the forces employed 
by the warehousemen kept busy get- 
ting It out of the way for other deliv- 
eries. 
Although an Immense amount 


of tobacco has already found Its way 
to the warhouses. about half the crop 
still remains to be delivered. A largo 
sum of money has -been paid out for 
these goods and Its effect Is apparent 
on all classes of business. 


More Help Needed. 


About all the warehouses In 
the 


city 
are 
now 
in operation and 


most of them have a sufficient force 
to nandlo their purchases. 
Some 


of the house that made a late start 
are experiencing considerable trouble 
In getting a sufficient force to do their 
work. 
A majority of the houses that 


opened up early were heavy buyers 
aad secured all the help they could 
accommodate and cleaned up 
the 


available supply, before tho smaller 
packers got started. 


Many of the hands come from 
the 


surrounding country and drive back 
and forth from their homes .to their 
work each day. 
All are making good 


•wages at a time of the year when 
they would have very little to do at 
home. 


Delivered In Good Condition. 
As a general proposition the tobac- 


co Is being delivered In first class 
condition and in cases where allow- 
ances are asked, tho grower and deal- 
er have very little trouble coming to 
an agreement. 


Large Sate Of Goods. 


One of the largest sales of 
old 


~ goods made In this section for some 
time has Just been closed by Samuel 
Grundy, who has disposed of his en- 
tire holding of Little Dutch. amount- 
Ing to about 400 cases. 
Little Dutch 


is grown in Ohio, and Is a superior 
grade of (liter goods. 
Mr. Grundy 
has handled these gooods for several 
years' past In connection with 
his 


native leaf business. 


,Go To Mexico. 
Messrs. E. Leon and A. Horsliuan

Everyhody conversant with human 


affairs must admit that health IB 
God's greatest blessing; while this Is 
true, not one parent In a score over 
think of such a thing as 
teaching 


their offspring how to avoid disease. 
This, because of tho disease of Ignor- 
ance whlcn Is afllcJng humanity as 
a whole, and has been since sin en- 
tered the world through Adam's fall. 
So wo now find ourselves face to face 
with a new problem along the lino 
of reforms. 
Viz., tho teaching oi 


health. 
It may seem absurb, never- 


theless Is It true that the subject 
which (we will admit ought to 
be 


taught to every child In tho public 
school Is the only subject that has 
never been taught—namely, how to 
keep well. 
To be sure we have dab- 


bled with physiology and -hygiene, 
and wo have had calisthenics and 
all sorts of exercises put Into prac- 
tice: but there has been no general 
or thorough compulsory Instruction 
In what mjght he called health. The 
normal functions of the organs of tie 
jody. and the methods of keeping 
them In healthful action Is the one 
thing that no educated human being 
Is excusable for not knowing. . The 
prevention of disease and of disor- 
dered health ought to be among tho 
first lessons In every scheme of edu- 
cation. 


How can this bo obtained? 
It Is 


not fair to rudely blamo the peda- 
gogues of our time, for most Ameri- 
can children (who have survived tho 
ravages of childhood diseases) reach 
maturity without paternal Instruction 
In the most elemental matters of 
health. 
The custom still continues 


as of old to whit till something goes 
wrong and then call In a physician; 
and It Is only just coming to the 
front that the pnyslclan Is beginning 
to consider It his duty to do more 
than serve the victim of ill health 
by setting diseased organs to work 
In n normal channel again—but to 
prevent recurrence of the troubles— 
that Is. preventive medicines; and 
preventive medicine Is comparatively 
a new thing. 
Tho very name shows 


that we have como to It by centur- 
ies of wrong routes nlcyig crooked 
pathways, for prevention of disease 
makes medicine unnecessary. 


In a practical way this little story 


fa suggested by the work undertak- 
en by tho Teachers' college In New 
York, which henceforth will 
train 


teachers to teach health. 
They will 


not be trained neither as physicians 
or as athletes or as practloners or 
any "system" of anything, but as 


capable teacliers of the right care 
and use ot tho human body. 


If all easily preventable physical 


troubles wero prevented, auch an ad- 
dition would tie made to the energy 
and to sociology In every community 
as defies description. 
A merely In- 


cidental Item of such social progress 
would be tho lucalcuable saving ot 
tho money now spent on quackery 
and waste In energy and quackery 
causes as to stagger tho masses who 
are so steeped In Ignorance along 
this line. 


Reformers who are casting about 


for "naw fields" to cultivate along 
lines of human progress may profi- 
tably apply all their energies and suf- 
ficient amounts of tlielr finances to 
tho support of this educational In 
novation. 
For whom every normal 


human being Is taught In childhood 
this simple lesson of health, If he 
so use tho knowledge wisely may 
lead a useful happy life, and (oarrlng 
accidents) live his normal period or 
aci.ve productive existence, and thus 
do his share In promoting and per- 
petuating the progress of tno com 
munlty, state and nation which have 
provided him with a royal govern 
ment of, by and for tho people. 


When-we have attained to this de- 


velopment In our educational work 
sickness and all forms of physical 
InelHclency will be so nearly banished 
that ills of mankind will bo no more 
numerous than arc the 
crlm.nals; 


which iwlll prove Huxley's saying ture 
when he said; 
"We should look 


upon most cases of lliness as crimin- 
al." 


When we look about for measures 
with which to bring us to carry out 
such a desired change, wo will tlnd 
we have It In our public school sys- 
tem. 
Our first, efforts along this 


line Is tbo training of well-balanced 
teachers who shall bo In real earn- 
est, but Iwho shall not have iads, or 
fnd-l-llnu-tums about "physical 
cul- 


ture"—whose gospel shall lie simply 
the gospel of health, hulldcd on tho 
foundation of preventatlvo medicine 
Let this bo taught emphatically, for 
the reason that ninety per cent, of 
new born Infants nro In their helpless 
condition treated to some kid of med- 
icine dosing before they are twenty' 
four hours old. 
This early education 


In the home through tho 
public 


school Is one of the first points to 
bo overcome; and will 
be In a few 


decades obliterated If we do our full 
duty In thus teaching U.~. health, in- 
stead of disease can be made to be 
"catchln".

THE PHILIPPINES ' "~*~" 


Notwithstanding tho fact that 
a 


large proportion of tho Philippine Is- 
lands arc found by Mr. Plnchot. head 
of the United States bureau, of for- 
estry, to,be covered with magnificent 
growths of valuable timber, includ- 
ing some pine, he also reports that 
"a considerable part of the timber 
used on the islands Is Imported from 
the United States."

Talking about Germany's supposed 


part in preventing the acquisition of 
the Danish West Indies by the Unl 
ted States, a writer in tho current 
number of the Forum discusses the 
desire of that country to absorb Den 
mark- Into the German 'empire.
